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Warrants Sought 
For Wealthy Trio Registrar, Auditor 


SAN LEANDRO, Calif. (AP) - 
Three “armed and dangerous” men 
from wealthy California families are 
the target of a nationwide hunt today, 
sought for questioning in the mass 
kidnaping and imprisonment of 26 
Chowchilla school children and their 
bus driver. 
Alameda 
and 
Madera 
county 
sheriffs said they would seek arrest 
warrants this morning for the three 
San Francisco Bay-area men. 
An 
all-points 
bulletin 
named 
Frederick N. Woods, 24, James L. 
Schoenfeld, 24, and Richard A. 
Schoenfeld, 22. It described them as 
“ armed and dangerous” and told 
officers to “ arrest on probable cause.” 
Alameda County Sheriff Tom 
Houchins and Madera County Sheriff 
Ed Bates told a news conference 
Thursday night that ransom may have 
been the motive for snatching the 
youngsters and burying them alive 
inside a van in a Livermore rock 
quarry owned by Woods’ father. 
"I believe these three are involved in 
the kidnaping sufficiently enough so 
that we can arrest them,” Bates said. 
Houchins confirmed earlier reports 


that the younger Woods owned the 
moving van used to imprison the 
school children four feet underground. 
It took the youngsters and the driver 18 
hours to tunnel out. 
Sheriff’s officers had searched the 
Woods’ 100-acre suburban San Mateo 
County estate Thursday, discovering 
about IOO vehicles apparently ac­ 
cumulated by the younger Woods. 
San Mateo County Sheriff John 
McDonald said officers had been 
looking for “vans, masks and guns.” 
He said new searches were un­ 
derway in Sonora County and San Jose 
where Woods “has some acreage, 
some warehouses and bams. They’ll 
be looking for some more vehicles, 
more vans." 
Two vans were used to transport the 
Chowchilla children after the kid­ 
napers camouflaged the school bus 
from which the children and driver 
were taken. 
Bates said one of the men being 
sought has not been seen since the 
incident and that officials expect to 
know today “ whether they are out of 
state and if they are we will ask the 
FBI to come in.” 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Bureau 
of Motor Vehicles Registrar Curtis 
Andrews called Thursday for an in­ 
dependent investigation into the 
operations of state Auditor Thomas 
Ferguson’s office. 
The call came on the heels of an 
audit of the motor vehicles bureau 
released Tuesday by the auditor’s 
office. 
In the audit, state examiners said 
deputy 
registrars 
are 
making 
numerous mistakes in distributing 
motor vehicle license fee money and 
their books are backlogged several 
years. 
The audit covered the period from 
October 1970 through the fall of 1973. 
Andrews said state law requires the 
auditor’s office to examine financial 
records of all state agencies at least 
every two years. Andrews said the 
auditor “ is derelict because he has not 
preformed an audit covering the last 
two years as required by law.” 
Also, Andrews said, the audit of the 
motor vehicles bureau was nearly 
three years late. 
The auditor’s report was critical of 
the bureau operation as it existed in 
1973, Andrews said, and made no 


mention of the collection process 
which was corrected long ago by the 
current administration. 
According to Andrews, there were 
indications in the audit that deputy 
registrars appointed by former Gov. 
John J. Gilligan may have been 
diverting state funds for private use. 


“ Is it the established practice of 
Ferguson, a Democrat, to withhold 


from the public obviously bad audit 
reports if they involve Democratic 
office holders?” Andrews asked. 
Contacted by phone, the state 
auditor said another audit of the motor 
vehicles bureau, covering the more 
recent years, will be started soon. 


“ The first audit was critical of the 
Gilligan administration,” Ferguson 
said, “this next one will be critical of

the Rhodes administration.” 
Saying the taxpayers are entitled to 
a review of the operation of the 
auditor’s office, Andrews said one 
avenue of investigation would be a 
grand jury probe. 
Andrews said his office has taken 
steps to try to recover missing funds, 
but a more timely and competent audit 
by the Ferguson office “ could have 
prevented some of the losses.” 


Scientists Hope To Correct 
Viking Malfunction Soon 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - Viking 
officials believe they have diagnosed, 
and can easily solve, a malfunction on 
the Mars lander that caused its soil- 
scooping arm to jam. 
If their theory of the failure is 
correct, Project Manager Jim Martin 
said Thursday night, the beginning of 
the Mars life search next Wednesday 
will not be affected. 
Martin said the telescoping arm, 
which was designed to reach out for a 
handful of Martian soil and dump it in 
a small biology laboratory, jammed 
Thursday after being extended for a 
test. 
It jammed while being retracted, he 
said, apparently because a locking pin 
that should have fallen free did not do 
so. 
He said that was the “most probable 
cause” of the trouble. The cure, which 
will be tried Sunday, is to command 
the robot lander to extend the arm 
again until the pin falls to the ground. 
If that was indeed the cause, said 
Martin, it is likely that there will be no 
effect on the mission “ and we will be 
able to continue on our present time­ 
line.” 
A special team of trouble shooters 
came up with the theory after 
duplicating the problem on an iden­ 
tical Viking lander that sits in a sand­ 
box at Jet Propulsion Laboratory here. 
Martin described the failure as a

“human error.” He said the lander’s 
computer had been fed — long before 
Viking I arrived on Mars — with an er­ 
roneous command. As a result, the 
telescoping arm did not extend far 
enough to let the pin fall away. 
Martin said there had been no 
progress on two other problems 
plaguing the lander’s investigation of 
the red, rocky surface on which it 
landed Tuesday. 
One was the seismometer, designed 
to monitor marsquakes, which never 
recovered from the dormant state it 
remained in during Viking’s journey 
from Earth. But it was too soon to 
write it off, officials said. 
Communications with the lander 
over 212 million miles of space were 
somewhat limited by a balky tran­ 
smitter on the lander. As a result of the 
undiagnosed malfunction, data were 
being received for a shorter time each 
day than had appeared possible at 
first. 
One result could be, said Martin, 
“that we won’t be able to take as many 
pictures as we had planned.” 
Engineers were still working on 
those problems. They were also 
continuing to study the sampler arm 
failure, because if the locking pin 
theory turns out not to be the cause, 
there may be some other cause that 
would be harder to fix and could affect 
the life search. 
The breakdown occurred after 
Viking’s computer sent a series of 
commands to put the sampler arm 
through a test. As ordered, motors 
whirred and the arm ejected a cover 
that had protected the small shovellike 
head during the flight from earth. 
But after 13 of the 17 commands had 
been carried out, the arm, instead of 
swinging back to its resting position, 
stuck and refused to budge. 
The arm extends from a goldpainted 
housing on the side of the lander. 
Attached to the battleship-gray lander, 
it looks something like a cannon on the 
deck of a warship. 
Its job is to reach out and dig up a 
small amount of soil, then swing 
around and dump the dirt into three 
funnels. One funnel leads to the 


biological laboratory, the second to an 
instrument to test for organic com­ 
pounds and the third to an inorganic 
analysis chamber. 
Despite the potentially disastrous 
malfunction, the preprogrammed 
lander was to continue taking pictures 
of the rocky red terrain surrounding it, 
and monitoring the Martian weather. 
The continuing trouble with the 
lander radio sender drastically slowed 
the return of data from Mars’ surface. 
Among other things, it delayed the sec­ 
ond Martian weather report. 
Martin said that at the time of the 
sampler arm jam the temperature on 
the surface was about 9 degrees below 
zero Farenheit, which he doubted was 
cold enough to cause the problem.

Justice Powell Halts Execution 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A Supreme 
Court justice is delaying an order that 
would have allowed three states to 
begin executing death row convicts, a 
move that could also delay executions 
of more than 600 persons across the 
country. 
Justice Lewis F. Powell issued an 
order Thursday staying the imposition 
of death sentences in Georgia, Florida 
and Texas until the Supreme Court, 
which is now in recess, can consider a 
rehearing of the cases of three men 
who sought the delay. 
The high court does not meet again 
until Oct. 4. 
While Powell’s stay deals only with 
the cases of three men in the three 
states, court spokesmen said it is 
expected that all states will delay any 
planned executions until the cases are 
decided. 
David E. Kendall of the NAACP 
Legal Defense Fund said it was ex­ 
pected that state courts would 
block executions in their states, at 
least through September, because of 
the Powell stay. 
A survey earlier this month by The 
Associated Press showed 630 persons 
on death rows across the nation. 
Powell’s order stays the effect of a 
Supreme Court decision July 2 in 
which all three states were told that 
their capital punishment laws are con­ 
stitutional. In the same decision, the 
court struck down mandatory death 


penalties in North Carolina and 
louisiana. 
The justice acted on requests from 
the NAACP fund and lawyers for the 
defendants in the three states. 
Powell had voted with the 7 to 2 
majority in upholding the Georgia, 
Florida and Texas capital punishment 
laws and in his order Thursday he said 
the stay should not suggest his feelings 
on the merits of the petitions seeking 
Supreme Court review of the decision. 
The court ruled in 1972 that the death 
penalty 
as 
generally 
applied 
throughout the country gave too much 
leeway to judges and juries in sen­ 
tencing convicted criminals to death. 
But the justices decided July 2 that the 
death penalty statutes in the three 
states met early court objections 
because they gave judges and juries 
guidelines on which to base their de­ 
cisions. 
There are seldom situations where 
the high court reconsiders a case, but 
Powell noted that only the entire court 
can make that decision. 
“ If the executions in these cases 
were carried out before the petitions 
for rehearing could be acted on by the 
court, the harm to petitioners obvious­ 
ly would be irreparable,” the justice 
wrote. 
None of the states involved opposed 
the request for a stay of the court’s 
July 2 order.

Ikle, director of the U.S. Arms 
Control and Disarmament Agency, 
said the bill before the Senate would 
force the United States to cut off con­ 
tracts with friendly countries and 
make it more difficult to persuade 
them to accept controls. Besides, he 
said, they could still turn to other sup­ 
pliers.

At stake is a potential Army pur­ 
chase of 3,325 XM1 tanks for almost $5 
billion. 
The Army as supposed to have 
decided this week whether General 
Motors or Chrysler had come up with 
the better design and which firm 
should begin the contract to move into 
full scale development. 
This 
was to 
have 
been 
the 
preliminary step to a final competition 
between the U.S. XM1 tank and West 
Germany’s new Leopard II tank, 
supposedly to determine which the 
Pentagon would order into production. 
However, U.S. officials have in­ 
dicated a growing belief in recent 
months that neither the U.S. nor the 
German tank will prove to be clearly 
superior and that they should move to­ 
ward incorporating identical guns and 
engines into both. 
This, they believed, would permit 
the two countries to use common 
ammunition and fuel, increasing 
combat effectiveness in their allied 
forces in Europe. 
Hoffmann indicated that the delay in 
picking a winner between General 
Motors and Chrysler was ordered 
chiefly to find ways to achieve “max­ 
imum 
commonality” 
between 
ultimate German and U.S. tanks that 
will emerge. 
However, Hoffmann said U.S. Army 
officials will undertake a comparative 
evaluation of the U.S. tank prototypes 
against the German I^eopard starting 
in September as planned. 
The Army financed the Chrysler and 
General Motors development of XM1 
tank prototypes with an investment of 
about $200 million. 
Hoffmann said the delay of perhaps 
four months or longer in making a final 
choice between the two American 
firms will add about $3 million a month 
to the cost of the development work. 
He said there is “every possibility” 
that the United States can reach a final 
decision on whether a German or an 
American tank will be adopted by the 
U.S. Army on schedule by next March. 
It is known that the Army officer 
corps strongly favors an all-American 
XM tank, but Defense Secretary 
Donald 
Rumsfeld 
reportedly 
is 
prepared to enforce the decision to 
adopt some German parts, if neces­ 
sary, to achieve standardization with 
German tanks of the future. 
Hoffmann rejected the idea, ex­ 
pressed 
in 
some 
congressional 
quarters, that it will be wasteful to 
develop a big new tank because anti­ 
tank weapons are making tanks ob­ 
solete on the modem battlefield.

We're asking the poor to work with 
us in order to retain the Medicaid 
program,” said Raymond McKenna, 
assistant welfare director. 
The agency wants to combine a

Director William W Wilkins for an 
across-the-board 2 per cent reduction 
rn state spending to generate extra 
funds for Medicaid. 
"This situation is approaching a 
final crisis,” said Welfare Director 
Kwegyir Aggrey. “Unless steps are 
taken quickly to protect and bolster the 
Medicaid funds, Ohio’s entire Medi­ 
caid program may be lost by the end of 
this (fiscal) year.” 
The proposed 2 per cent reduction 
when

to

payments would trim monthly benefits 
by about $1 per recipient, or from $254 
monthly for a family of four to $250, 
McKenna said. 
By lowering ADC levels, the 
department also expects to see a drop 
of as much as 20,000 in eligibility since 
some recipients with partial incomes 
will no longer qualify.

Bad Paint 
Safety Fault 


FREMONT, Ohio (AP) - A Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission (NRC) of­ 
ficial says defective paint used in a 
critical area in the Davis-Besse 
nuclear power station could have con­ 
tributed to a serious accident. 
James Keppler, regional director of 
the NRC, said Wednesday the original 
paint used inside a stainless steel dome 
of the containment building could have 
peeled and clogged drains needed in 
case of an emergency shutdown of the 
plant. 
He told a news conference here 
Wednesday that the old paint was 
being sandblasted and fresh coats of 
paint being applied. 
Questions were raised about the 
paint in 1974 by a former quality 
control inspector at Davis-Besse, 
Mark Vining, 29, of Sandusky. 
Vining says he was fired by the 
painting contractor, Bagwell Coatings, 
Inc. two years ago because he com­ 
plained to supervisors about the 
quality of the work. He said also he re­ 
fused to falsify paperwork. 
Keppler said allegations by three 
other former quality control inspectors 
that they either were ordered to falsify 
paperwork or saw others do it could 
not be proved. 
He said it “ came down to one man’s 
word against another’s, so we decided 
not to pursue the matter.”

Have you ever heard of the “S” diet? 
I have looked for it and can’t find it. I 
understand ifs great for taking off 
weight. 
MissG. K. M., Maine 
Dear Miss M.: 
Some time ago, I write about this 
well-conceived idea. It was printed in a 
highly respected medical publication, 
“ Consultant.” They referred to it as 
the "ILS" diet. 
“8-S” means eight words starting 
with the letter “S" for foods that make 
an important contribution to our total 
daily intake of calories. 
This diet, like all other diets, is based 
on the unalterable and irrefutable 
scientific axiom that weight loss can 
be accomplished only if the number of 
calories we consume daily is less than 
the number of calories we need for our 
body’s fuel. 
The 8 S’s to be wary of are: 
1) Snacks: especially between 
meals, can add an enormous number 
of calories to our daily intake. Almost 
invariably, these snacks seem to be 
high in calories. 
2) Starches: 
potatoes, bread, 
macaroni, spaghetti, breading on fried 
foods, biscuits. 
3) Sweets: the hidden and obvious 
calories in most sweets are known to 
all of us. 
4) Second helpings: many people 
overlook the fact that second helpings 
mean a second dinner. 
5) Soft drinks , except for those that 
contain no suger. 
6) Slippery foods: “ slippery foods 
include greasy foods, fried foods, 
visible fat on meat, butter and most 
salad dressing.” 
7) Spirits: alcohol, wine and beer are 
highly caloric . . . they get more 
caloric when the intake is higher. 
8) Salt: salt (sodium chloride) plays 
an important role in the maintenance 
of body fluids which may be a factor in 
obesity. 
The “8-S” diet is a sensible guide. It 
should make dieters aware of the

NORFOLK, Conn. (AP) - People in 
the audience whistled and stomped 
their feet. An uncommon reception 
from generally restrained classical 
music fans. Birt the Tokyo String 
Quartet is not common. 
They play together as though there 
were not just a cello, a viola and two 
violins. They play practically as one, 
yet maintain their individuality. 
“They are in the front rank of all 
quartets, young and old,” said violist 
Raphael Hillyer. “If you were to name 
the top five in the world they would be 
on it. I don’t think there would be any 
disagreement, anywhere.” 
Hillyer was in Tokyo during the 
summer of 1966, teaching with the 
Juilliard String Quartet. Three of the 
present members of the Tokyo String 
Quartet, then all about 20 years old, 
were in the class. 
“It only takes a few minutes to 
figure who’s exceptionally talented,” 
he said. “These people made an im­ 
pression at once. They had potential as 
a great quartet.” 
In such a quartet, said Hillyer, each 
player must retain his individuality, 
but there must be a “unanimity of feel­ 
ing about music. That’s the whole 
enigma of a first-rate quartet, the way 
of blending the individuals.” 
He encouraged them to study in the 
United States and helped them form a 
quartet in 1969. Two of the musicians 
spent a time with the Nashville Sym­ 
phony Orchestra to earn money to 
attend Juilliard. 
In the summer of 1969 the new 
quartet practiced from morning to 


midnight for seven weeks, rehearsing 
a repertoire for a prestigious chamber 
music competition in Munich, Ger­ 
many. They took first prize and were 
off. A recording contract went with the 
first prize. 
“This is our dream,” said the 
group’s violist, Kazuhide Isomura. 
“We all fell in love with chamber 
music. We all believe quartet music is 
the greatest literature... When we play 
for an audience we get excited. We get 
high.” 
None of them ever wanted to be a 
soloist, although Hillyer said some of 
their teachers tried to push them in 
that direction. 
Playing chamber music, second 
violinist Kikuei Ikeda said, is “like 
having a conversation. You have just 
one person talking and it’s not so good. 
Here we’re all sitting around talking. I 
like that better.” 
This summer, while they’re in 
residence at the Yale summer music 
school in Norfolk, they are learning 
five Beethoven quartets. Next season 


they’re booked for 97 concerts in the 
United States and Europe after they 
complete a six-week tour of Japan. 
“Ten to 15 years ago you could 
hardly give away a string quartet, 
except a few. Now we are in a 
renaissance of chamber music. Ifs a 
sound the young people are mad for," 
said Audrey Michaels, the quartet’s 
press representative. 
The quartet splits about $2,500 a 
concert after they pay their manager 
and such tour expenses as tran 
spoliation and housing.

3-ounce package cream cheese, at 
room temperature 
3Y4-ounce can brisling sardines, 
weU-drained 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
2 teaspoons finely grated onion, pulp 
and juice 
Vt teaspoon salt 
Vt teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
SmaU fresh bread rounds 
Thinly sUced cucumber, pared if 
waxed 
Mayonnaise 
Pimento cutouts 
Blend together the cream cheese, 
sardines, lemon juice, onion, salt and 
Worcestershire until as smooth as 
possible. Chill, tightly covered, 
overnight to blend flavors and have 
firm. Makes a couple of tablespoons 
less than a cup. Shortly before serving, 
spread sardine mixture on bread 
rounds; top each with a slice of 
cucumber, a dot of mayonnaise and a 
pimiento cutout. (Tiny canape cutters 
make pretty cutouts in varied shapes.)

1978, is the first common worship book 
for all three major branches of 
lutherans - nearly 9 million of them. 
Not all has been harmony in the task, 
however, even in choosing the songs to 
include.

The hymns should be doctrinally 
sound, observes Dr. Marshall, but he 
adds, “ As someone has said, ‘People 
sing only in the shower and in church’ 
— so hymns must also be singable.” 
In response to congregational sur­ 
veys, several popular hymns not 
originally included have been added, 
such as “ Onward Christian Soldiers,” 
“ What A Friend we Have in Jesus” 
and “ Stand Up, Stand Up for Jesus.” 


Also added, in response to popular 
demand, were some gospel swigs such 
as “ Amazing Grace" and “ How Great 
Thou Art,” made popular by Billy 
Graham's crusades, and some con­ 
temporary songs such as “ Let us 
Break Bread Together on Our Knees.” 


However, some widely liked hymns 
weren’t chosen, including “ Rise Up, O 
Men of God.” 


It was the only one of the 50 hymns 
most frequently used by Lutherans not 
included. Reasons given for ruling it 
out were its male-<io min ated sexist 
language and its theologically in­ 
correct phrases saying the church is 
“ unequal to its task” and that the 
people “ make it great.” 


The new compilation of 510 hymns 
retains two-third of the 315 hymns in 
the present hymnbook of 1968.

Officials from Iowa's 99 counties say 
they want to establish an ideal county 
government, free of state and federal 
interference. But they figure they have 
to go 200 million miles to do it. 
In a unanimous vote Thursday, the 
State Association of Counties adopted 
a resolution to colonize Mars and make 
the Red Planet Iowa’s 100th county. 
“ It’s a not-too-lighthearted approach 
to just call attention to the problem 
that local government is being 
dominated by state government and 
the federal government,” said execu­ 
tive director Don Cleveland. “ We just 
need a little breathing room.” 
Ralph 
Ju h l, 
president of the 
association, admitted that some 
details — such as transportation to the 
new colony — haven’t been worked out 
yet. 
Juhl said officials had agreed that 
the first item of business would be 
deciding where to put the courthouse. 
“ Naturally, we have to find a cen­ 
tralized location,” Juhl said. Then he 
seemed to forget for a moment the new 


county’s independent nature. 
“ Our site selection will be dependent 
upon the filing of an environmental 
impact statement,” he said. 
Cleveland had told the 427 county 
officials at a workshop here that Mars 
would be “ a true independent colony, 
free to function without federal and 
state spending mandates.” 
Cleveland said he and Juhl decided 
to colonize Mars after hearing reports 
from the Viking I spacecraft. 
“ We decided that since county of­ 
ficials have all these problems 
dropped on their heads, we could take 
advantage to move county government 
to a setting where we wouldn’t be 
hampered by state and federal 
strings,” he said. 


The resolution invites other county 
officials from throughout the United 
States and the world to join in the 
government of Mars County.

Comes Under Fire 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - The 1977 
legislature may be asked to approve 
an amendment to the state Con­ 
stitution wiping out secrecy in 
government. 
The Constitution gives leaders of the 
House and Senate discretion to call 
secret meetings. 
A legislative study committee voted 
Wednesday to draft a proposed 
amendment. The committee will 
consider it again Aug. 3.

Instant Ticket 
Sales $26 Million 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Instant lot­ 
tery ticket sales have reached $26 
million in the first four weeks of 
operation, a state lottery official says. 
“Our new game has exceeded our 
own initial projections and ac­ 
complished this without causing a 
noticeable effect on sales for the 
weekly 50-cent game,” said Gerald J. 
Patronite, executive director of the 
Ohio lottery. 
He added that $11.5 million has been 
disbursed to some three million 
winners and more than $11 million 
generated for the general fund of Ohio. 
Patronite said almost half the money 
received by the state treasurer from 
the lottery goes towards education, 
and the remainder to other services. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
estimated 400,000-500,000 handicapped 
citizens are getting this year what 
some officials say are long overdue 
considerations that can help them live 
fuller lives. 
Effective today with a new law, the 
legislature adopted a “bill of rights” 
for handicapped citizens. It generally 
makes it illegal for anyone to dis­ 
criminate against the handicapped in 
such areas as employment, housing, 
and the extension of credit. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes, at the same 
time, has announced that by late this 
summer, the Bureau of Employment 
Services will begin hiring handicapped 
workers to find jobs for other handi­ 
capped. 
Sponsors said the law, nearly five 
years in the making, is long overdue, 
and represents only the beginning of 
an effort to do away with obstacles in 
the way of full citizenship for the 
handicapped.

Otherwise, the “bill of rights”— 
similar to those provided in earlier 
bans of discrimination on the basis of 
race, sex, or national origin— 
prohibits discrimination in em ­ 
ployment, the use of public ac­ 
commodations, housing practices, 
housing assisted by the Ohio Housing 
Development Board, the extension of 
credit, and the issuance of insurance 
policies. 
The law also expands penalties 
under civil rights statutes, increases 
from one to two years the period in 
which the Civil Rights Commission 
may issue complaints, requires li­ 
censed driver education courses to 
include teachers for the handicapped, 
and entitles the handicapped to special 
license plates, certain overtime park­ 
ing privileges, and, by Nov. I, 1980, 
special provisions in voter polling 
places and registration facilities. 
Further, it directs the transportation 
director to make rules facilitating use 
of mass transportation by the handi­ 
capped. 
Meshel’s bill takes effect almost at 
the same time as the new program 


announced recently by Rhodes. The 
governor said that project, for which 
federal funds are available, will be 
implemented before the end of the 
summer. 
The governor’s plan calls for the 
Bureau of Employment Services to 
employ two handicapped persons in 
each of its 12 regional offices to help 
find jobs and opportunities for the 
handicapped. Rhodes said unem­ 
ployment among the employable 
handicapped in Ohio stands at up­ 
wards of 50 per cent.

Viruses 
Not All Bad, 
Medic Says 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Viruses have 
been with us for a long time, and we’re 
both still here. So they can’t be all bad, 
says Dr. George Todaro of the Na­ 
tional Institute of Health. 
“We’ve had a long time to develop 
defenses against viruses and we 
haven’t,” he said. “Maybe that’s 
because on balance they’re useful.” 
Todaro conducts viral and cancer 
research research at the NIH facility 
in Bethesda, Md. The medical doctor 
was in town Thursday to address the 
annual meeting of the American 
Veterinary Medical Association. 
Todaro said research into viruses as 
cancer agents has produced an in­ 
teresting offshoot: 
the use 
of 
nonharmful viruses to trace the 
evolutionary processes of animals. 
“We can see a train of events where 
viruses of one species are picked up by 
other species,” he said in an interview. 
"They can get them and not affect 
normal development.” 
Scientists can determine common 
ancestry of animals and estimate how 
far back the ancestry dates through 
studying distinct types of viruses in 
different species, according to the 
researcher. 
For example, Todaro noted, similar 
types of viruses in humans, chim­ 
panzees and gorillas establish that 
their evolutionary ancestor was the 
same about 12 million years ago.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A buildup in 
U.S. wheat reserves because of this 
year's near-record harvest will 
threaten producers with tumbling 
prices and future government controls 
if they fail to show more selfrestraint 
when they plant the 1977 crop, says the 
National 
Association 
of Wheat 
Growers. 
Total production of all kinds of wheat 
this year is estimated at 2.04 billion 
bushels, second only to the 1975 har­ 
vest of more than 2.1 billion, according 
to the Agriculture Department. 
Added to what was leftover from 
previous crops, that means there will 
be far more wheat than experts say 
will be used domestically and exported 
in the 1976-77 season which began June 
I.

Blood Flow 
Increases 


CIJEVELAND (AP) - The Red 
Cross says the flow of blood from 
donors increased sharply Thursday in 
the wake of an appeal for help for the 
ailing 
blood bank, which 
doctors 
reported to be in serious condition. 
William Eargle, blood program 
administrator for the Northern Ohio 
Red Cross, said 630 pints of blood were 
collected from donors at various 
bloodmobiles. 
He said that was more than triple the 
normal daily response—although still 
below the 800-pint-per-day goal that 
has been set in a crash program to 
raise the bank’s blood level. 
Dr.John W. King, director of the 
Cleveland Clinic’s blood bank, said 
there was “a steady stream of people 
coming in to make appointments” to 
give blood. 
Dr. King had said Wednesday the 
blood crisis was the worst he’d seen in 
25 years. There had been warnings 
that some hospitals might have to 
suspend surgical operations if blood 
banks didn’t get a massive transfusion 
from donors.

'Preemie' Beats Odds For Life 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Three 
months ago Pepper Tamika Root clung 
to life by a thread, a 1-pound, 6-ounce 
infant, 44 months premature and 
virtually stillborn. 
Today she is at home with her 
parents, apparently healthy after 
gaining three pounds over her three- 
month life. She has grown from 134 
inches to 18 inches, normal size for a 
newborn, and those who have watched

State Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson 
asked the attorney general of Ohio 
today to take legal action against Penn 
Central Transportation Co. to collect 
some $59.3 million in delinquent 
property taxes owed 74 Ohio counties. 
Penn Central owes $31,372.23 in 
Pickaway County. 
Penn Central is involved in 
bankruptcy proceedings in federal 
court in Philadelphia, Pa. Its rail 
operating properties have been 
transferred to Consolidated Rail Corp. 
(ConRail), a federal-government 
sponsored rail system. 
In a letter today to Atty. Gen. 
William J. Brown, Ferguson wrote 
that although Penn Central property 
had been transferred to ConRail, there 
remained “nearly sixty million dollars 
of delinquent taxes due various sub- 
divisons of this state. 
“While all classes of subdivisions 
are being adversely affected, the most 
severely affected are the school 
systems—many of which are facing 
the specter of closing because of this 
loss of funds.” 
Ferguson’s office reported that 
currently it has six requests from 
school districts for cash financial 
analyses by his office—the first step in 
what could lead to closing schools to 
students sometime this fall. At least 
two other districts have indicated they 
also would seek cash financial 
analyses. 
To date, the Auditor’s office has said 
it will make such analyses beginning in 
September of Madison Local School 
District, Franklin County; North 
Union, 
Union 
County; 
Colonel 
Crawford, Crawford County; Seneca 
East, 
Seneca 
County; 
Federal 
Hocking, Athens County, and Bucyrus 
City School District, Crawford County. 
“As Auditor of State,” Ferguson 
wrote Brown, “it is my responsibility 
to distribute certain state-collected 
taxes to the counties. When one 
company is delinquent for such a large 
sum of money; and when the con­ 
sequences of such delinquencies are so 
great, I feel it is my duty to speak out 
on behalf of the injured parties. 
“Therefore, on behalf of the school 
systems, the other subdivisions, and 
the taxpayers of Ohio, I urge that you 
take whatever legal steps are 
necessary to obtain payment of these 
past-due local taxes. I imagine that 
this would entail either initiating an 
action or becoming a party to an 
existing one such as the bankruptcy 
reorganization proceedings in federal 
court in^Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. ”

her progress call it a miracle. 
“She was clinically dead at birth," 
said Dr. Ann Rogers, her pediatrician. 
“There’s a scoring system based on 
four factors that they do at birth, and it 
was zero.” 
She had no heart rate, wasn’t 
breathing, had no muscle tone or 
reflexes, and her coloring was 
“something close to black,” Dr. 
Rogers said. 
“Frankly, if it hadn't been such a 
premium baby, I don’t think some of us 
would have jumped in and been so 
heroic,” she said. The mother, Serita 
Root, had two previous miscarriages, 
one involving twins, and wanted 
desperately to save this baby. 
A fetus that small and immature, 
showing no vital life signs, has “almost 
no good prognosis" for survival, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Rogers. 
“I thought I was losing her,” Mrs. 
Root said Thursday. “I didn’t expect 
her to live.” 
For a frantic 15 minutes, doctors at 
the high risk unit at Mount Carmel 
Hospital here worked over the infant, 
massaging her heart, applying oxy­ 
gen, and filling her with lifegiving 
injections. When she began to respond, 
they placed her in a respirator. 
Mrs. Root, who quit work making 
decals for shirts when she became 
pregnant, suffers from an “in­ 
compatible cervix”—it will not stay 
closed when she is pregnant—and has 
no other children. In effect, she was 
miscarrying when Pepper was bom, 
Dr. Roger said. 


“When she was bom they told me 
she was breathing and I told them to 
hurry up and get her to me,” Mrs. Root 
said. "I was hoping with all my might 
and I had a lot of faith. My husband 
had a lot of faith.” 
Pepper, named after the television 
policewoman portrayed by Angie 
Dickenson, was in a respirator for 
almost three months. On Wednesday, 
she went home to a crib in the Root’s 
trailer south of Columbus. Her father, 
Garry Root, is a truck driver. 
“They told me she would have to 
stay in the hospital until she was just a 
normal little healthy baby and she acts 
like that’s just what she is,” Mrs. Root 
said. At 4 pounds, 6 ounces, she is still 2 
pounds underweight for a newborn. 
Because of the touch-and-go at­ 
mosphere at birth on April 27, the 
infant will be watched closely for signs 
of brain damage and blindness. 
However, early signs are favorable. 
The baby responds to light and 
otherwise acts like a normal 3-month- 
old. There is at least “a good 
possibility” she will be perfectly 
normal, Dr. Rogers says. 
“I’ve had so many people tell us to 
give up,” she recalled. “Everyone was 
watching in a daze when they came to 
pick her up. They couldn’t believe it. I 
didn’t believe it either. They thought it 
was a miracle. I guess maybe it was.” 
The baby was delivered at Mount 
Carmel by Dr. Patrick Macedonia. 
Shortly thereafter it was transferred to 
Children’s Hospital and Dr. Rogers 
came on the case.
